Hannam at Regina Convention of 
National Farm Body Sets 
Forth Policies 


(Western Farm Leader Correspondence) 


REGINA, Sask., Jan. 18th.— 
“Organized farmers in Canada have 
set their eyes upon the goal of a 
new equality and security for agri- 
culture, and as world citizens, dn 
making their contribution to the 
formulating and implementing of 
a@ new economic charter for the 
world.’’ 

In these words H. H. Hannam, 
President of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture, summed up a review 
of national and international agri- 
cultural policy which formed the 
subject of his address at the opening 
session of the Federation Convention 
in the Saskatchewan Hotel here this 
afternoon. Mr. Hannam covered a 
wide field, and set forth the principles 
which in his judgment will best serve, 
in the difficult days to come, the cause 
of agriculture and therefore of national 
well-being. 


Representative Gathering 


Thoroughly representative of organ- 
ized agricultural Canada from coast 
to coast, the Convention now under 
way gives: promise of proving the most 
important in the history of the Fed- 
eration. This afternoon the delegates 
look forward to an address by Hon. 
J. G. Gardiner, Dominion Minister of 
Agriculture, and a discussion of Floor 
Price legislation in which Hon. J. G. 
Taggart, Chairman of the Floor Prices 
Board, will participate. This evening 
there will be a joint banquet with the 
Dairy Farmers of Canada, at which 
Dr. Howard R. Tolley, Chief of the 
Bureau of Economics of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, will be the 
guest speaker. J. H. Wesson, Presi- 
dent of the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, 
will !preside. 


Seek Proper Balance 


Mr. Hannam declared that the 
organized farmers do not seek in- 
creased prices for their products so 
much as they’ seek for the establish- 
ment of a proper balance between 
economic returns in the farming in- 
dustry and those in other income 
groups. He did not believe that such 
a balance could ever be attained by 
reverting to planlessness of the pre- 
war years. ‘Then agriculture dragged 
along at the bottom of the economic 
scale, with privileged groups main- 
taining a high economic level by pro- 
tection and other means. 

, Further, said the President, the 
subsidizing of agriculture to lift its 
economy to the higher level would

The soundest 
method would be to use the agricul- 
tural economic level as the basis, and 
to lower other economic groups which 
are out of line. 

In- spite of difficulties and restric- 
tions, the year had been a fairly 
satisfactory one for agriculture, said 
Mr. Hannam. Ouce more, with less 
than 65 pe cent of their, pre-war 
labor, and working under handicap, 
farmers had achieved a record in 
food production for the nation. 

But some exaggerated notions were 
gaining ground. While the total 
national income of Canada had in- 
creased 68 per cent during the five 
war years, 1940-44, as compared 
with the average of the 1926-29 period, 
the value of agricultural production 
had risen only 134 per cent on the 
same basis of years of comparison. 
Figures were taken from the Dominion 
Bureau: of Statistics, with, unofficial 
estimates for 194A. 


Mr. Hannam “agreed that~to carry. 


out the policy -he recommended— 
accepting the level of agricultural 
prices as a. basis and- lowering others 
that are out of line—would. require 
courageous action backed by ‘over- 
whelming public opinion. The policy 
should be carried into the international 
as well as the national field —Canada 
joining with other nations to lower 
tariffs, eliminate trade. barriers, pre- 
vent manipulation of currencies for 
national advantage, prevent the abuse

EDMONTON, January 17th.—Op- 
erations of the last financial year re- 
sulted in a surplus of $96,430.26 being 
realized by the U.F.A. Central Co- 
operative Association, it was revealed 
in the report of the co-operative pre- 
sented here on this, the second 
morning of the thirty-sixth Annual 
Convention of the U.F.A.. The year 
ended October 3lst last. 

_ The price of goods sold during the 

year totalled more than! $2,500,000.

Smith, C. A. Fawcett, R. Hennig. 
The General Manager, Norman F, 
Priestley, is sufficiently convalescent 
from his recent illness to attend the 
Convention, where these gratifying 
figures were presented. 

Called: to order at 10° o’clock, by 
President Gardiner, the Convention 
heard addresses of welcome from Lt.- 
Governor Bowen, Hon. D. B. Mac- 
Millan and Mayor J. W. Fry. 

Addresses of President Gardiner -of 
the U.F.A., Mrs. Ross, President of 
the U.F,W.A., and Keith Rosenberger, 
Junior President, followed. 


Large Increase in Membership 


Increase in membership from 9,464 
in 1943 to 14,335 in 1944 is shown by 
the Association’s records. The finan- 
cial statement of the Association shows 
an excess of revenue over expenditure 
for the financial year ended November 
30th, 1944, of $3,199.24, which, added 
to the balance at the end of the: pre- 
vious year of $4,083.11, brings the 
total surplus, shown on the balance 
sheet, to $7,282.35. 

By the time this issue goes in the 
mails, it is expected that Robert 
Gardiner will have been named Hon- 
orary President of the Association. - An 
amendment to the constitution, moved" 
by Levi Bone of High Prairie, to 
provide for the creation of such an 
office, was unanimously adopted Tues- 
day. Other amendments provided 
for setting up of a permanent mem- 
bership in the Association, the fee 
being five dollars; set the term of 
office of Directoys\at three years, 
retirements to staggered; and 
effected other changes.

EDMONTON, Jan. 16th.—In view 
of the fact that agriculture has been 
substantially responsible for the devel- 
opment of Canadian __ industries 
_“th¥ough the supplying of food to the 
Canadian people at prices that were 
below the cost of production,” the 
time has come when farmers should 
no longer accept the industrialists’ 

olicy of ‘“‘securing the home market 
or industrial goods as a preserve to 
which they think they are entitled,” 
President Robert Gardiner told the 
U.F.A. Convention today. 

He pointed out that imports are 
necessary to pay for exports, and that 
in view of the fact that farm production 
has enormously increased during the 
war, with a greatly reduced: labor 
supply, agriculture’s power to produce 
will be still greater after the war is 
over, “without much increase in land 
or other capital equipment’’ being 
necessary.

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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION IN ALBERTA 
By CHRIS. TOPPENBERG . . 


What are the prospects of electrification of farms and 
farm homes in Alberta? That is a question that constantly 
arises today in the minds of farmers and farm women. 
Mr. Toppenberg, Manager of the Southern Alberta Dairy 
Pool, who has for some time past been making a careful 
study of the subject, presented. the results of his research 
to. date in a recent address before the Knights of the Round 
Table in Calgary. Publication of the address is commenced

T would possibly have been more 
correct to have entitled my talk 
Farm Electrification in Alberta, 

as I have mainly endeavored to seek 
information in this particular aspect 
of Rural Electrifi¢ation, and as I 
believe we are mainly toncerned with 
the matter of how to make life on the 
farm more attractive, and to give our 
farmers a fairer share of modern 
conveniences, 

Frequently we hear talk about the 
drudgery of farm life, and many are 
greatly concerned about the trek of 
young farm boys and girls away 
from the old home, and towards the 
cities. There is no doubt that as 
a nation we should all be much better

-In Post-War Programs 


While ‘electrification of the farm is 
but a part of what we should consider 
important.in post-war construction 
programs, there is no doubt -in my 
mind that it will have to rate high in 
our considerations, and that a well 
defined ee of farm electrifica- 
tion will have far reaching effects 
upon the social aspects of farm life. 

I am, however, not quite so certain 
that it will have nearly so profound 
an effect upon the economic aspects 
of farming, at least not till such 
time as electric power can be supplied 
at a rate close to that charged to 
industrial users in the larger centres. 
I say that because it should be remem- 
bered that quite-a large number of 
Alberta farms are well supplied with 
power for the operation of different 
types of machinery, either through 
the use of stationary gasoline engines, 
or, through the use of the tractor for 
such purposes, and even if electric 
power.was delivered to the farm, the 
tractor would still be there, and a 
switch to electric motors would in 
fact mean that an already available 
source of power would be left unused 
for a considerable part of the year, 
However, be that as it may, it would 
appear to me that even if’ we were 
concerning ourselves only with look- 
ing into the possibilities of making 
home life on the farm more pleasant, 
healthier and therefore more attrac- 
tive, we have undertaken a task .wel 
worth while. ; 


An Important Report 

Since we were last. discussing this 
question at this table, I have been 
reading a good deal about it, and I 
am profoundly impressed with certain 
information which I have obtained by 
scanning through a report to the 
Research Council of Alberta by Pro- 
fessor Andrew Stewart, Department 
of Economics of the University of 
Alberta, and now available at our 
library. It is quite a comprehensive 
report, consisting of some 107 type- 


- written pages, and containing a wealth 


of information on the subject we are 
discussing. 

In order to avoid too much detail, 
and particularly statistical tables, 
have tried to make it my task to 
segregate from Professor Stewart’s 
report such information as might help 
us to know more about just what the 


present state of affairs is, what can be . 


done to improve upon it, what is 
being done about it, and by whom, 
and also about conditions elsewhere 
and what is being done about it 
elsewhere.

CHICAGO.—The ‘monopoly 
stage’ in the industrial develop- 
ment of a nation is a sign of 
senility in the economic system, 
declared Judge Thurman W. 
Arnold in. addressing an audience 
of more than a thousand at the 

entennial banquet of the Co-op- 
erative League Congress here re- 
cently. 

Co-operatives, he said, have the 
opportunity to restore the high- 
ways of commerce to the people 
by helping to wrest control from 
the monopolists. Using a football 
analogy, he said that it was the | 
function of government to open a 
hole in the line of the opposing 
monopoly team, and the function 
of co-operatives to carry the ball 
of genuinely free enterprise 
through the hole. 


farms are electrified. As there are 
approximately 100,000 farms in Al- 
berta, this indicates that only about 
5,500 have electricity. Of these, only 
500 receive their electric power from 
transmission lines, the remainder hav- 
ing individual power plants of their 
own, gasoline or wind-driven. When 
we stop to consider that 126 hamlets, 
123 villages, 52 towns and 7 cities in’ 
Alberta are served with electricity, 
we must admit that our farmers 
have been left out in the cold. With 
55 per cent of the Alberta,farms situ- 
ated sufficiently close to high voltage 
transmission lines to be served from 
these lines, we must naturally wonder: 
Why so few farms with electricity? 
As the Professor puts it in an article

So declared Robert Gardiner, in his 
final address in his Presidential capa- 
city here today, to the Annual Con- 
vention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta in the’ Macdonald Hotel. At 
the close of the address he reiterated 


‘his decision not to be a candidate 


for re-election. 

The passage quoted occurred in the 
course of. a reasoned examination of 
the position of the farmer in the 
national economy, which, in turn 
formed part of a reasoned and detailed 
discussion of the underlying causes 


of: period depressions which in the. 


eek have brought in their train 
ardship and suffering for the whole 
population. 


Is Given Ovation 


Mr. Gardiner received a most cordial 
welcome from the large gathering of 
delegates and visitors, and was given 
an ovation at the close of his address. 

‘‘We hear a good deal these days 
of the demand of the people for 
economic security,’”’ said Mr. Gardiner. 
“If the farmers, through organization 
or by other means, could assure them- 
selves of a just relationship in regard 
to prices, they could achieve economic 
security. The average farmer does not 
realize the importance of the position 
he occupies inasmuch as _ he 
control and ownership of the means 
necessary to the production of agri- 
cultural wealth. 

“T am not satisfied that the farmer 
is even now. receiving a proper price 
for what he produces, for the reason 
that we have no means available whereby 
we can ascertain just what it costs 
on the average to produce agricultural 
goods. I have suggested on previous 
occasions, and wish to repeat, that 
one of the first important things we 
farmers should insist upon is the 
creation of a commission whose duty 


‘it would be to ascertain what is the 


average cost of producing agricultural 
products. We will then for the first 
time be in a position to know whether 
we are receiving adequate remunera- 
tion for the products of our labor. 


All Governments Have Refused 


“Up to the present time, all Gov- 
ernments have refused to set up the 
necessary machinery. . . . Jt may be 
that in the final analysis the farmers, 
through their own organizations, will 
have to provide the ways and means 
of securing this information.” 

Mr. Gardiner said the economic 
osition of the farmer had undoubtedly 
een much improved during the past 

two years. “ ith the exception of a 
short period during the first war, I am 
of the opinion that the farmer. today 
is in a better economic position than 
he has ever been during the last 40 
years,” he stated. The reason was 
that price relationship had been im- 
proved in the interests of the farmer. 
The farmer, if he so desired, could 


place himself in a very enviable posi- 


tion, “for the reason that he owns the 
natural resource—land—required for 
the purpose of producing agricultural 
products” and also the machinery of 
production and necessary power. He 
could produce to the fullest extent 
of his capabilities without anyone 
having control over his actions; and 


so long as he produced something for - 


which there was a market and received 
an adequate price, he should enjoy 
reasonable prosperity. 

It was at this point that Mr. Gar- 
diner stated that he was not satisfied 
the farmer was even now receiving &

Co-operation Could Raise

Power by £300 Million Year

‘Unemployment Forerufiner of

EDMONTON, Jan. 16th.—Stating 
that he had examined many of the 
current proposals for the improvement 
of economic conditions in Canada 


after the war, and found them of little. 


value because “‘they are not based 
upon a sound economic premise,” 
President Gardiner informed the U. 
F. A. Convention that the provision 
of schemes for relief would fail to 
meet the fundamental need. Not 
one of these committees had ascer- 
tained the cause of unemployment. 
Yet, ‘‘as unemployment is a forerunner 
of depression’”’ to ascertain its causes 
was essential. 

Labor, stated Mr. Gardiner, pro- 
duced all wealth—‘‘labor’”’ in its broad- 
est sense, including all who abreedy 
or indirectly contribute to wealt 
production. ‘Machinery of 
tion..is a part of labor, and when we 
use machinery we save labor, we use 
the stored up labor in that machine.” 

In the course of a further discussion 

of the principles of economics, he 
ointed out -that ‘‘our standard of 
fine depends upon the amount of 
wealth we can produce and distribute.” 
The. process of producing and _ dis- 
tributing wealth should not be ham- 
pered by other considerations. 


Paradox of Our Day 
“Why we cannot ‘continue to pro- 
duce wealth in abundance at all times 
is a paradox’, said he, “‘and can only 


be ascertained when we have sufficient - 


courage to tackle the problems prop- 
erly and find out the basic reasons for 
unemployment.” He was nervous as 
to the future because there was a lack 
of willingness ‘‘to take such steps as 
are necessary to set up an economic 


order that will be the forerunner of 


permanent peace.” sy 

Mr. Gardiner took issue ‘with those 
who ntend that. “there is never 
sufficient purchasing power distributed 
to permit the people to buy back all 
the goods that have been produced.” 
Only wealth itself, he contended

power is distributed, said Mr. Gar-

It was not 
that sufficient purchasing power did 
not exist, but that some people did 
not get enough of it and others re- 
ceived more than they could use, 
that caused the trouble. 


Foresees Great Depression 


Mr. Gardiner set forth reasons for 
his belief that for a period after full 
peace time production is’ restored 
after the war, all available labor will 
be needed; but that a time will come 
when all surplus purchasing power 
that has been -built up will be spent. 
“‘Then we can look forward to unem- 
ployment and the beginning of a de- 
pression such as we have never experi- 
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enced before—unless in the mean- 
time we’can discover ways and means 
of permanent employment for our 
people.”’ 

Discussing possible post-war infla- 
tion, he said that while he hated it, 
he feared it would come. 

Mr. Gardiner declared that ‘“‘we 
have’in the U.F.A. a splendid@-instru- 
ment that can be used with great 


benefit in the interests of the farm . 


people.” The measure of success 
would depend upon the support they 
gave it.

In other words, Mr. Gardiner is not satisfied with 
the degree of “planning” for the future which has 
so far been done. It has been superficial, and he 
thinks it should be concerned with fundamentals. 

We are compelled. to agree. We would add that 
if a minor fraction of the time and money. that many 
influential men, representing very powerful economic 
interests, are spending in the effort to convince the 
public that salvation for the future is to be found 
in a return to so-called “free enterptise’, were to 
be devoted to a genuine effort to discover the roots 
of the economic evils which have grown to menacing 
proportions under this discredited economic order 
of things, the outlook for the ‘‘common man’”’ every- 
where would be much more:hopeful than it is today. 


“DIRT FARMER” IS CITIZEN OF WORLD 


Are ‘foreign affairs”, the problems of world 
organization, the future relations between the 
powers great and small, matters of concern_to the 
dirt farmer? 

H. H. Hannam, the President of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, thinks so, and he gave 
very forceful reasons for his belief when he addressed 
the Annual Convention of the national farm organi- 
zations this week. 

“More and more, from every angle,’”” he declared, 
‘is it being brought home to us these days: that 
international affairs and policies are inseparably 
interwoven with the arranging of our domestic 
affairs. . . . In fact, it would be exceedingly diffi- 
cult to succeed in carrying out the program of plan- 


ning and stabilization! we recommend for agriculture 


without international planning and collaboration.” 
Above all, Mr. Hannam added, ‘‘we must have

“the greatest minds of our. day’’ are convinced that 
“we are now participating in the most crucial périod- - 
in human history. Fundamental economic and social 
changes crowd upon us with breath-taking rapidity.”

Farmer Can Test Own Seed 


Any Dominion seed laboratory or 
rivate grain company will test seed

is too far away from a laboratory or 
graincompany.. By experimenting with 
seeds planted in box soil or on wet 
aa paper at house temperature, 
it can be seen after from six to twelve 
days whether a large percentage of the 
grain will germinate or not. The 
tests should be made at least a month 
before seeding time so that if the results 
are unsatisfactory new seed can be

Top Overhaul 


About now is the time when many 
farmers are thinking of getting the 
tractor or car in tune for the coming 
season; maybe’ the bearings, etc., are 
in reasonably good. shape, but the 
valves are not all that they might be; 
maybe there is a bit of a carbon knock 
too, with some overheating, and this 
is an indication that the engine is due 
for a top overhaul. 

This job consists of removing carbon 
from cylinder heads and valve ports, 
grinding valves, fitting new piston 
rings when necessary, cleaning the 
induction system, renewing gaskets 
that are broken during the course of 
the job, and cleaning and regapping 


_ spark plugs and breaker points, and, 


finally, adjusting valve clearances.

by professional mechanics when skilled 
labor was more plentiful than it-ts 


now, and to these I say there iss 


nothing to be scared of in this job, all 
that is necessary is to take plenty of 
time over the work, be careful, -and 
above all don’t get valves mixed up, 
but be sure and put them back where 
they belong. 


The First Job 


The first’ job is to drain the cooling 
system, after which the spark plugs 
should be taken out and all attach- 
ments to the cylinder head removed, 
cleaned if necessary, and placed on 
the bench out of the way.- Be careful 
how you remove the hose coupling 
to the radiator; undo the clips and 
then grasp the hose firmly and twist 
it gently back and forth until it is 
loosened. Don’t start prying under- 
neath it with a screwdriver or some 
other sharp instrument or you will 
quite likely ruin what may be a 
perfectly good hose connection with 
lots of service left in it. If it should 
be rotten and leaky, don’t waste any 
time over it, just cut it off—you. will 
have to renew it anyway—and then 
examine’ the metal connections to 
which the hose was fastened. There 
will quite likely be flakes of rust or 
rubber adhering to the metal, and 
these must be scraped off and _ all 
rough spots removed with emery cloth 
or you will have trouble with leaks 
when you come to instal the new hose. 

You can now drain the oil from the 
crankcase, and then loosen the hold- 
ing-down nuts of studs of the cylinder 
head, loosening the middle ones first 
and then working alternately each side 
of the centre to the ends. When you 
come to assemble the head on the block 
again, remember to follow the same 
procedure—start from the centre and 
work outwards. | 

Taking Off the Head 

If the head is held down by bolts 
there will be no difficulty in taking it 
off once the bolts have been removed, 
but if it is held down by studs there 
is a possibility that the head may 
stick when you céme to lift it off. 


‘If this should happen, don’t start*in to 


pry it up with a, metal instrument, 
for if you do this will injure both the 
machined faces of the head and block 
and you will probably run into trouble 
when you come to remake the joint 
again. 

This is a job where you can do 
with some help, and if the head 
won’t move up over the studs with 
a steady and even lift applied from 
each side, then get.a couple of blocks 
of wood, take one yourself and give 
the other to your helper and with the 
ends of the blocks placed under the 
edge of the head tap the-blocks lightly 
with a hammer; this will “start’’ the 


head, after which it is usually possible » 


to draw it up over the studs with an 
even pull; if it still sticks, pry it up 
gently with two wooden levers. Gum- 
my dirt or oil is usually the cause of 
the head sticking on the studs, and 
when this condition is met with the 
studs should be cleaned off with 


“emery cloth in order to make replace-

For other kinds of poultry the maximum markup per- 
mitted for direct sales by primary producer to consumer is 
25 per cent of the wholesale price. Markups apply to both 
live and dressed poultry. On sales to a purveyor of meals, 
the farmer's selling price must not be more than 10 per cent 
above the maximum wholesale ceiling price. 


POTATO EXPORT PERMITS 


Further exports of potatoes may be made from eastern Canada 
without endangering the domestic supply, a survey of stocks 
on hand shows. The expiry date of export permits already 
4 rh has thus been extended from December 20, 1944, 
to February 15, 1945. Approval will be given for additional 
export permits with the same expiry date. 


‘POTATO STORAGE ALLOWANCE 


On December 1, 1944, a potato storage allowance of 5c. per 
‘75-lb. sack and 6c. per 100-lb. sack became effective. On 
January 1, 1945, there was another allowance of 5c. per 
75-Ib. sack and_7c. per 100-lb. sack, with no further storage 
allowance until March 1. 


RATION BOOKS Nos. 3 AND 4 EXPIRE 


DECEMBER 31. : 


All coupons in Ration Books 3 and 4 expire on December 
31, 1944. These are the 10 ‘‘F’’ coupons for canning sugar;

British Minister of Agriculture, 
Visiting Ottawa, Outlines 
Great Achievement

to Ottawa of R. 8. Hudson, British 
Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
made a_ very favorable impression.

“Various methods have been de- 
veloped to ensure fair distribution— 
regulation of distribution at the trade 
level, consumer rationing, and _ re- 
striction on consumer credit, deliveries 
and new business, and you are all 
familiar with the measures taken to 
control inflation.”’ 


Fighting Unseen Enemy 


Stressing the role which the women. 


of Canada have played in this national 
undertaking, rs. Ross stated: 
‘Regional committees exist all across 
Canada, and thousands of women are 
giving unstintingly of their time and 
services in fighting an unseen enemy 
that can harm us long after the last 
shot has bcen fired in battle. 
‘We who are serving on this 
committee in Alberta are fully alive - 
to .the dangers, as we enter the ‘de- 
control’ period. We shall have to 
meet a thousand and one_additional 
inflationary pressures as war.:pro- 
duction swings back into peace 
time supply. 
‘“‘We have done some very practical 
jobs on this committee. By way of

. Must Fight for Justice for War Veterans 


Veterans’ Land Act Deficiencies Stressed by Junior U.F.A. President 


EDMONTON, Jan. 16th.— 
“Treatment of all veterans of this 
war is a matter with which our 
organization in all its branches 
should be particularly concerned,” 
Keith Rosenberger, President of 
the Junior U.F.A., declared in his 
address at the opening session of 
the Annual Convention of the 
U.F.A., here today. 

Not Enough Money 

Mr. Rosenberger was discussing, in 
particular, the subject of. veterans 
who may go upon the land. He 
recalled that at the last annual meet- 
ing of the Juniors, the opinion was 
expressed that the present Veterans’ 
Land Act does not provide enough 
money for the purchase of livestock 
and machinery. 

Stressing the need for action now 
in behalf of the men overseas, Mr. 
Rosenberger quoted a returned ‘man 
who had deplored the “wait till the 
boys get home attitude’”’ of people who 
suggested that the men themselves 
would be ready to fight for economic 
fairplay as soon as they got’ back. 
This soldier had remarked that ‘after 
four or five years of fighting the most 
terrible war in history they will not 
want to come home and fight again; 
that is the job of those at home.” . 


Larger Membership 


A very good review of the year’s 
activities of the Junior organization 
was given by Mr. Rosenberger, who 
expressed gratification that in spite 
of the wartime conditions which had 
resulted in many farm young people 
being in the arfhed services or in 
industry, membership had increased 
somewhat. He thanked the U.F.A. 
and U.F.W.A. for their help and he 
made a special plea to the Seniors for 
further assistance in this time of 
difficulty. The younger people coming

Boys Is “Startling” 
Have to Work Too Hard and Lack 


. Sports Facilities, Rosenberger 
Points Out 


EDMONTON, Jan. 16th.—Citing 
figures of rejections of men by the 
armed services on medical grounds, 
“i omg 25 per cent, Keith Rosen- 
berger, President of the Junior U.F.A., 
in his address here today called atten- 
tion to the “‘startling’’ fact that among 
farm boys the rejections were 35 per 
cent. 

It had always been considered that 
young people on the farm were health- 
ier than those in the cities; but Mr. 
Rosenberger said in explanation that 
“boys sad girls on the farm as a rule 
have to work too hard; do not have 
enough time for athletics and recrea- 
tion, and also-lack the facilities in their 
communities that are present in the 
cities and towns for sports and recrea- 
tion.’ : 

One Object of Act 


He pointed out that one of the main 
objects of the National .Physical Fit- 
ness Act recently passed at Ottawa 


is to help to provide these recreational 


facilities, especially in rural areas; 
and that a survey is now being con- 
ducted to try to find out what can be 
done in this regard. 

Mr. Rosenberger, who attended a 
meeting of the Alberta Physical Fit- 
ness Committee as representative of 
the Junior U.F.A., said the Govern- 
ment should be commended for spon- 
soring the act above referred to, but 
that they should not be allowed to 
forget that rural community centres 
alone would not be enough. ‘“‘More

Losses From Stinking Smut 
Now Increasing 


Losses from stinking smut of wheat 
are increasing at an alarming rate in 
Canada, declares Dr. K. W. Neatby, 
of the Line Elevators Farm Service, 
in a recent bulletin. In the inspection 
year ending July 3lst, 1944, 363 
cars graded ‘‘smutty’’, and the year 
before only 157. n the first four 
months of the present crop year, 347 
cars have been classed ‘“smutty’’. 
Dr. Neatby states that Thatcher is 
more susceptible to stinking, smut 
than any other well known ‘wheat 
varieties, except Red Bobs and Reward; 
that cold soil provides favorable con- 
ditions for the development of the 
disease; and that stinking smut causes 
loss' in yield as well as in grade.

on the subject elsewhere, the answer 


to this question is important because it 
suggests the problems which must be 
wpa and solved, if large numbers of 
farms are to be electrified. 


Three Main Reasons 


According to Professor Stewart’s 
findings, three reasons stand out as 
the main ones: First: The high over- 
head cost per farm; second: The irreg- 
ular and uncertain incomes of farm 
families; and third: The small con- 
puniphien of energy per farm. It 
would appear that power companies 
have not considered the extension of 
ap lines to isolated farms sufficient- 

attractive as good business, that is, 
ther could not expect to have their 
costs covered ‘through rates charged 
for energy. In an article by Professor 
Stewart in The Farm and Ranch 
Review I find the following: “A few 
years ago the standard estimate for 
constructing farm distribution lines 
were around $1,000 per mile. With 
increasing interest in serving farm 
customers, electrical engineers have 
turned their attention to devising a 
low-cost type of distribution lines. 
Today, if materials were available, 
farm distribution lines, adequate to 
rovide a reliable farm service could 
e built for between $500 and $600 
per mile, not including the transformer 
at the farm.’”’ And he concludes that 
this substantial saving has increased 
the possibilities of farm electrification.

To render, service is the first and 
dominating motive of a co-operative 
marketing agency. This motive is 
directly in harmony with{the main 
interests of producers because their 
existence and economic independence 
hinge more on the services of marketing 
than on the profit made from these 
services. 


That is just the reverse of the pri- 
vate owner’s interest. The owners of 
marketing companies receive their 
income from the profit made, so their 
interest is not in the rendering of 

_ service for the sake of serving, but for 
the sake of profit. 


The supreme interest, of co-opera- 
tion is to render service’ for its own 
sake. Any excess earnings or savings 
made by a co-operative belong, of 
course, to its members, but profit as 
such is a very’ minor benefit of co- 
operation in contrast with its main 
-benefit of improving the work of mar- 
keting to the advantage of farmers.
